It is not sufficient for a defendant, 
for the purpose of perfecting an = ap- 
peal from the judgment of a Justice 
of the Peace to the Superior Court, to 
show that when the case was called 
for trial on the 3d of October, 1874, it 
was continued at the instance of his 
co-defendant until the 16th day of the 
same month; that on the said 3d of 
October another ease, in which he 
was also defendant, and which in- 
volved the same merits, was tried, 
and judgment rendered aguinst him, 
from which judgment his attorney 
appealed; and that then and there, 
in the presence of the plaintiff, his 
attorney gave notice to the Justice 
that if neither his client nor himself 
could be present at the trial on the 
and if judgment should be ren- 
dered in favor of the plaintiff, he re- 
quested the Justice to make this en- 
try, ‘‘an appeal prayed by the defend- 
ant H. alone, and granted & to him,” 
that he did not know whether plain- 
tiff heard this notice or not. The re- 
quirements of the State regulating 
appeals are plain and simple, the 
neglect of which should no longer 
receive the indulgence of the courts.

That the proposition, 
‘that tefore the Jury can couvict on 
circumstantial evidence, they must 
be as well satisfied of the guilt of the 
accused, as if onecredibie eye witness 
had testitied t> the fact,’’ was not a 
rule of law, but only an illustration— 
all that was intended by the compar- 
ison, Westo inform the jury that they 
must be fully satisfied, beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt cf the guilt of the ac- 
cused. Whena singie eye witness 
swears to the fact of guilt, if the jury 
believe him, thereisan enc of the 
matter; while in many cases of cir- 
cumstantial evidences, the merntalop- 
erations ate much more complex, 
and then the comparison might mis- 
lead instead of assistingthe jury. In 
ei. her case the jury must be fu'ly sat- 
istied. Ihe expression, ‘iestimony 
of an eye witness,” is no morea fixed 
phrase in the law, than “reasonable 
doubt.””) And after the case had been 
submitted tothe jury and they were 
about leaving the box, the court fur- 
therehsrzed: Gentlemen, you will 
find whether the defendant is guilly

Strange spoke to these 
young me? and asked them why 
they were so late and they to!d him 
the man had to have the horeesshod. 
Strange replied: ‘“That’s always 
the way in this country, always 
something of that scrt the matter.” 
The driver, Murray, then said: **You 
ought to bave let us known sooner.”’ 
Strange replied that they had given 
him five hours notice. Murray at 
once said: ‘* That is a lie,” and 
rolling up his sleeve he leaped to the 
ground where all the young men 
were standing and said in an angry 
voice: “I can whip any twoof you.”? 
He looked at young Pe:aberton as he 
said this and Pemberton said to him, 
“Why look at me, I have said noth- 
ing to you,”’ and Murray then point- 
ing at Strange said, ‘‘No, there’s the 
man, and he has told a lie and he 
knows it.’’ Strange gathereda chair 
to resent it but the young men inter- 
fered and the matter wes ended for 
the present. Strange then refused to 
get in the wagon and go fishing, but 
the young men pressed him, and ad- 
v sed him to let the matter drop, and 
he said he intenéel doing so, and got 
in the wWagen with ihe rest. At the 
mill where they stepped for the 
trunks Sitange again wanted to get 
out and pot go but his friends again 
persuaded him and he co itinued the 
trip.

They 
alusel themsclves aloag the road 
shooting at snakes and marks with 
their pistols and each one cut him a 
little stick an? was twirling itin his 
hand. But absut this time the back 
behind them broke down and they 
all went Lack to see about it and 
found one cof the wheels broke, and 
had to send off to a country house to 
get another wicet, While this was 
the wagon and a!l proposed] a game of 
eards to while away the time. Mur- 
ray very kindly got out of the wagon 
aod spread a blanket on the grouud 
for them to p'ay on and they played 
along while. Murray in the mean- 
time was ivirg on his seat in the 
wagon with his heed resting on his 
left hand Jooking ou. As the 
game weat on one of — the 
young men leoking down the road 
in the directon of the hack 
saw aman leating a horse coming 
up the road and took him to be 
the party coming with the wheel. 
They then proposed to go down and 
see. but young s~range insisted they 
should continue the eards, he didn’t 
believe it was anybody wth the 
wheel. But they all went down to 
the haek and left Murray lying as 
mentioned in the wagon and the 
wagon from the hack was in the 
tend of the road and hid by some 
laurel bushes. Whenthey got to the 
hack they found the party they saw 
to be a couvtiyman whe was bring- 
ing hié horse tu pasture and he sat on 
the fenceand talked with tha boys 
and seemed mueh tickle! at Jehno 
Williams, who is quite a comedian, 
singing his comic songs.

A Heartless Conductor. 


The Montgomery (Ala.) Journal of 
April 25 tells this story of apparently 
uvpardonable brutality on the part 
of the railroad conductor: ‘‘Mr.

He was 
at once removed to the residence of 
his brother, where he died a sbort 
time af erward.”’

SAN FRANCIscO, May 4.—The

a similar course in this city, unless 
the federal government should take 
immediate steps to prevent immi- 
gration. Highly incendiary speeches 
were made and letters read from s9- 
cieties in the interior of the State 
seeking the cooperation of San Fran- 
cisco ante coolie organizations, The 
sergeant at arms of the young mens 
upiversal reform society announced 
that he had received a telegram from 
New York sayivg 2,600 stand of 
arms could be delivered here at ten 
days notice. While such talk aud ac- 
tion are universally reprobated by the 
great mass of thinking people in this 
city, there can be no doubt that it 
meets approval of a large and dan- 
gerous class in the community and 
thatin the event of no action being 
taken in the matter by the general 
government there is sound reason to 
fear serious disturfane s here at no 
distant day. 


The Mexican Revoiution. 

HAVANA, May 4.—The Steamer 
City of Hayana from Vera Cruz 23rd, 
Gen. Alatore is at Tehuacau direct- 
ingthe campaign in the State of 
Pueblo. 18,000 regular troops are 
operating in the States of Vera Cruz 
and Pueblo and the Valley of Mexico. 
The policy of the reyolutionists is to 
avoid a fight. 15.000 are roaming in 
detached dvands through the States of 
Oaxaca. Vera Cruz, Pueblo and Mor- 
elia The rail way between Vera 
Cruz and City of Mexico continues 
to be interrupte !.
